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Freights Hurt Nitrate Trade 


Little Business Except With France Owing: to Forced Advance in Prices 
—Supplies and Shipments Reviewed—Association Sales, Deliveries 


and Stocks on Hand 





The nitrate of soda market has 
been extremely quiet during the 
week, with only normal business 
done in spot and nearby. Short- 
age of ships continues to be the 
offsetting factor to the lack of buy- 
ing interest on the part of South- 
ern cotton growers. For this rea- 
son, the present price level is main- 
tained, viz: 95%, spot and Novem- 
ber $2.56, December $2.60; Jan- 
uary $2.63, February $2.64, March- 
May inclusive $2.65, with 96% ar- 
rival test 5c, and 96% West Coast 
assay, 7%c per 100 Ibs. additional. 


According to cable just received 
from the West Coast, shipments 
during October were as follows: 


50,000 tons shipped to Europe, 45,- 
000 tons to United States, Atlantic; 
9,000 tons to United States, Pacific; 
9,000 tons to Japan; 6,000 tons to 
Hawaii; 4,500 tons to Australia. 
Production during October amount- 
ed to 125,081 tons, against 227,263 
tons in October, 1925. 

London mail advices, dated Oct. 
30, state that the continuously rising 
freight rates from Chile have 
brought about a further appreciation 
in prices in delivery markets and 
values have risen about 10 shillings 


per ton during the month. The 
increased cost of transport has com- 
pletely nullified the reduction in f. 
a. s. prices compared with) last 
year, and nitrate is once more at 
a disadvantageous price in relation to 
other nitrogenous fertilizers which 
are not affected by the rise in 
freights. The higher prices now 
asked are proving a deterrent to 
business except in France, where an 
active business is being transacted, 
the disparity there between  sul- 
fate and nitrate currency prices 
being much less marked than last 
year, and the conviction is gaining 
ground in that country that last 
year's expedient of substituting sul- 
fate of ammonia for nitrate can be 
attended by unfortunate results to 
agriculture. 

Supplies in sight and those ar- 
ranged for shipment from Chile to 
Europe between now and the end 
of January are scarcely equal to the 
volume of November, 1925-March, 
1926, deliveries, and the present 
freight situation does not permit of 
these supplies being materially aug- 
mented, except at a cost consider- 
ably higher than the present selling 
price.

GET PICRIC ACID CLAIM 
(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 16 — 
The picric acid claim growing out 
of a plan to establish with Govern- 
ment aid a plant in Arkansas dur- 
ing the closing days of the war, has 
been compromised for $215,000. 
During 1918 the Government ad- 
vanced to Everly M. Davis Chemi- 
cal Corp. $750,000 for the erection 
of a picrid acid plant in Arkansas. 


The Government was to receive cer- 


tain quantities of the acid manufac- 
tured by the plant. Before the 
contract was completed, the armis- 
tice was signed, and shortly there- 
after the Davis company became 
bankrupt. This company, with the 
approval of the War Department, 
has received certain moneys. The 
Government was protected by the 
bond of National Surety Co. The 
company returned to the 
Government the funds advanced to

Outstanding in industrial chemi- 
cals during the week was sodium 
prussiate. As has been indicated 
for some time past, the market 
abroad is very firm and parcels for 
import are scarce. While some 
makers are still withholding quota- 
tions for next year’s business, at 
least one names firm prices of llc 
@11%c tb at works as to quantity, 
which is lc tb above last year’s 
figures. White ammonium chloride 
is in an easier position and prices 
are back to where they were they 
were before the shortage. Oxalic 
acid has also eased somewhat, and 
although quotations are unchanged, 
makers are supplying an increasing 
amount of the trade. 

Light oil distillates remain un- 
changed in position. Benzene pre- 
sents a weak tone, although open 
quotations are unchanged. At least 
one gasoline blender now using 
benzene will discontinue the use of 
benzene when present contracts ex- 
pire. Solvent naphtha and xylene 
are in free supply. Toluene remains 
the only strong item in the group. 
Pyridine remains lifeless. Naph- 
thalene is moderately active on con- 
tract closings. 

Intermediates are without definite 
change and demand continues spas- 
modic. The past week has been quite 
dull. Para-nitroaniline is firm at the 
recent advance and contracts are 
being closed at present quotations. 
No further break has occurred in 
aniline oil or any of the main pro- 
ducts. { 

Activity last week in the oil mar- 
ket was again rather limited with 
the principal changes occurring in 
Chinawood oil and linseed oil. Both 
were lower last week, though in the 
case of linseed the primary markets 
showed signs of strength at the 
opening of this week. Chinawood 
continues in small inquiry and the 
undertone is none too strong. Cot- 
tonseed both crude and P.S.Y. was 
lower on a continued routine in-

Barium Carbonate—Spot goods 
are changing hands at $47.00 ton 
for 5-ton lots. 


Copper Sulfate—Makers are firm 
at unchanged prices, due to contin- 
ued active demand. 

Glycerin—Dynamite is higher at 
27c th; saponification is easier 
20%c tbh; and soap lye is up 
18%c th. Anti-freeze demand 
expected to maintain the market 
close to current prices. 
~ Soda Caustic—Makers continue 
to compete sharply for contract bus- 
iness at prices under last year’s 
figures.
